Every politician, Republican or 
Democratic, knows the ease with 
which the wage earners in industry 
can be lined up against the farmer 
on tariff issues; the wage earner 
can be frightened with hobgoblins 
of pauper labor and the blackjack- 
ing threats of closing mills until 
he will practically neutralize the 
farmer revolt. True, local Con- 
gressmen may suffer, State politi- 
cal machines-may weaken tempo- 
rarily, but, nationally speaking, lit-| 
tle will happen.

Our} 
tax systems are founded, generally | 
speaking, upon the ‘dea that wel 
must tax the products of inuc‘zy; | 
thus the cardinal principle of our 
present unscientific tax methods is 
to actually levy taxes—and taxes} 
are invariably restrictive—upon the | 
production of the very manufac-| 
tures upon whica our national | 
wealth and prosperity must. de-| 
pend!

tion. No wonder we have recurrent 
business depressions; we have 
them whenever the vast consuming 
group loses its purchasing power. 
“And under our present unscien- 
tific tax system the farmer is the 
chief, direct sufferer, together wit 
the manufacturer, upon whom he 
reacts in loss of purchasing power. 
It is this loss of purchasing power 
that is making the farmer cry out 
—even though he sees somewhat, 
less dimly what is hurting him. 


Bleeding the Farmer 


“Let me illustrate. -A farm, a 
dirt farmer’s farm, has as its basic 


| value, fertility. Pioneer farms with 


the original fertility still existent 
are gone. Each year the farmer, 
with his labor—and by the pur- 
chase of fertilizers aut of the sav- 
ings from his past labor—must 
have its fertility renewed. The 
farmer’s labor fences his fields, it 
lays tile drains in them, hig la 
bor erects farm buildings and 
keeps them in condition, his labor 
80WS crops and reaps them, his 
labor plants orchards and tends 
them, his labor cares for his cat- 
tle, the saving from his labor 
buys farm machinery—in fact, it is 
his labor that makes the value of 
the farm. If anyone is inclined to 
doubt this, let them try to buy a 
farm and they will at once hote 
that the price and value of the 
farm is in direct ‘ratio to its fer- 
tility value, and the condition in 


which the farmer has-.kept his 


buildings, herds and orchards and 
equipment. 

“Well, what do we under our 
present unscientific tax system 
do? We levy taxes against the 
farmer's labor in the main; and 
we thereby leave him that much 
less to go into the purchasing pow- 
er of the farmer or into the gen- 
eral capital investment account of 
the nation. The harder he labors 


attempts to exert itself we levy 
taxes against 4 amd so weaken it. 
Observe the prevess. When any 
man erects a building on a piece 
of property his taxes are levied 
against the building according to 
the local tax rate—approximately 
about 3 per cent per year; this 
makes the rents higher if it is a 
rented building, or the price high- 
er, if it is built for sale, and thus 
lessens the marloet for its sale. 
“But this is not the whole story 
of our present unscientific tax sys- 
tem mn relation to that building. 
For in the erection of that building 
a vast variety of products of manu- 
facture have to be purchased and 
used; and at every stage of the 
manufacture of these products, 
upon the buildings, machinery and 
corporation producing the manu- 
factures, there has been levied a 
tax. The mining companies who 
have taken out of the ground the 
iron, lead, zinc, copper and tin that 
go tnto the beams and plumbing 
and various fixtures have paid a 
tax upon the process of their man- 
factures—a tax on their machin- 
ery, their buildings end factories, 
upon their income also and 
upon thedr franchise and upon 
all productive processes of their 
industry. Then there is the lum- 
ber—a tax upon manufacturing, 
and upon the mills and factories 
and their income and industry. 
And this tax is levied every year 
upon tha manufacturimg power of 
the natton. Every item that con- 
tributes to the complete house has 
had a tax levied against it at every 
stage of its manufacture through 
the unscientific tax levy against 
the, business that fabricates Jt. 


Citles Favored i ~ 


“In other words, we are taxing 
wascientifically and destructively 
®ur own purchasing power, and to 
the advantage of no one—except 
the person who does not build. 

“Thus we do not tax industry 
vinto existence; the trend in taxa- 
tion is to restrict it. We place the 
‘premium of lowest taxes upon 
those who do not develop industry 
and who do not assist in develop- 
ing our national manufactures; 
and the highest taxation is levied 
upon those who constitute the great 
market and purchasing power for 
our national business and manu- 
facture. ‘ 


“As affecting the purchasing 
power of farmers, it is only fair to 
admit that our present tax system 
discrfminates strongly against the 
farmer in his capacity as land 
owner in favor of the city land 
owner. Farm ‘and velue is com- 
posed of “two elements—site or lo- 
gation value and productive or fer- 
tility value. The fertility value is 
often the more important of the 
two and fertility value is as much 
@ product of labor as is the barn 
or the well. Without continual ex- 
penditure of time and work in cul- 
tivation and rotation of crops, and 
in adding fertilizer to the Mand, 
the fertility: value would soon go 
downy almost to zero, leaving only 
the location yalue, which in most 
farms is very small. City land, on 
the other hari, has but one value, 
namely, its stte or location vahie; 
and this value requires no labor or 
attention on the part of the owner 
for its maintemance. A’ city lot 
worth hundreds of thousands may 
-be just a mass of rock, but its lo- 
cation value is enormous ahd 
growing with the growth of the 
city. It is wafmir to tax the farm- 
er on his fertility value as much 
as the city man for his pure loca- 
tioa value.
